T-« IFTEEN or twenty years ago this

country had a brilliant array of mili- 


tant journalists and writers who render- 
ed a great service in exposing the iniqui- 
ties of intrenched wealth in government.

Chief Justice showed himself a bulwark 
of the faction that cares more for prop- 
erty than for law. Arizona passed 
a 


statute forbidding, the use of injunctions 
in labor cases. Mr. Taft cast the deticU 
ing vote. He also.delivered the opinion. 
It held that Arizona was not to -be per- 
mitted to have such an act. 


The three greatest lawyers on the court 


stand -forth indisputably. No competent 
person contends that any of the others 
compare in legal grasp with Holmes, 
Pitney, and Brandeis. Holmes is a skep- 
tic and a conservative, not interested in 
reforms. Pitney is a conservative whose 
sympathies are capitalistic. The Arizona 


j case was so clear that Holmes and Pitney, 
conservatives, representing the impartial 
application of our Constitution, voted to 
•uphold the Arizona statute, along with 
Brandeis and Clarke. The highest court 
in Arizona had already upheld the act. 


In judging Mr. Harding's first year, 


then, we cannot leave out his taking our 
court of last resort, when it stood 4 to 4,
